CONSTITUTION. 


I 

Title 

This  incorporation  shall  be  known  as  the  National  Sculp- 
ture Society. 

II 

Object 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  good 
sculpture,  foster  the  taste  for,  and  encourage  the  production 
of,  ideal  sculpture  for  the  household  and  museums,  promote 
the  decoration  of  public  and  other  buildings,  squares  and  parks 
with  sculpture  of  a high  class ; improve  the  quality  of  the  sculp- 
tor’s art  as  applied  to  industries,  and  provide  from  time  to  time 
for  exhibitions  of  sculpture  and  objects  of  industrial  art  in 
which  sculpture  enters. 

III 

Members 

There  shall  be  two  classes  of  members — sculptors  and  non- 
sculptors. No  sculptor  is  eligible  as  a non-sculptor,  or  as  a 
sculptor  unless  of  approved  merit  as  such.  Subject  to  the  fore- 
going, any  person  who  is  in  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  this 
Society  is  eligible  to  membership. 

IV 

Life  Members 

A member  may  become  a Life  member  upon  the  payment  of 
One  Hundred  Dollars,  provided  his  application  for  Life  Mem- 
bership be  approved  by  the  Council  after  being  posted  for  two 
weeks. 
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v; 

Government 


Section  i.  The  government  of  the  Society  is  vested  in 
eighteen  Directors  to  be  termed  the  Council.  These  are  divided 
into  three  classes  of  six  each;  the  full  term  of  office  of  each 
Director  is  three  years;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  several 
classes  ends  in  successive  years.  At  the  annual  meeting,  six 
Directors  replacing  the  outgoing  class  shall  then  be  elected  by 
ballot.  Vacancies  in  the  other  classes  shall  then  be  filled  in  the 
same  way.  The  Council  may  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  its 
body  until  the  annual  meeting  next  thereafter.  The  allotment 
of  the  members  of  the  first  Council  to  the  several  classes  and 
terms  respectively,  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  as  promptly  as  may 
be  at  or  after  their  first  meeting  for  organization. 

Sec.  2.  The  class  of  Directors  elected  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing shall  include  at  least  two  sculptors  and  one  architect,  who 
shall  be  designated  as  such  upon  the  ballots.  The  sculptors  and 
architects  balloted  for  who  shall  receive  the  highest  number 
of  votes  as  sculptor  or  architect  members  of  the  Council  re- 
spectively shall  be  thereby  elected  as  such  members  to  the  ex- 
tent necessary  to  complete  the  number  of  such  members  pre- 
scribed for  the  class  then  elected.  Vacancies  occurring  in  any 
class  shall  be  filled  by  the  selection  of  sculptors  or  architects 
as  the  case  may  be,  so  far  as  necessary  to  keep  complete  the 
number  of  sculptor  or  architect  members  prescribed  for  such 
class. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a President,  two 
Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer  and  a Secretary,  to  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  a general  meeting  of  the  Society. 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers  there  may  be  an  Hon- 
orary President  (which  office  shall  be  filled  only  by  an  ex- 
President  of  this  Society)  who  shall  be  ex-officio  a member  of 
the  Council  and  who  shall  at  the  request  of  the  Council  per- 
form such  duties  as  he  shall  accept. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  President  and  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
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dents  of  this  Society  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  suc- 
cessive terms,  unless  an  interval  of  at  least  one  year  shall  have 
intervened. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  always  be  a sculp- 
tor, and  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  an  architect. 

Sec.  5.  The  Council  may  consider  as  vacant  and  fill  pro 
tempore  the  place  of  any  of  its  number  who  shall  have  been 
absent  from  three  successive  meetings. 

VI 

Officers 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in 
case  of  a tie.  He  shall,  with  the  Secretary,  sign  all  written 
contracts  and  obligations  of  the  Society,  and  be,  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  all  standing  committees,  except  the  Jury  of  Selec- 
tion and  the  Placing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  to  be  designated  by  the  Council — unless  both  are 
absent,  and  in  such  case  any  other  member  designated  by  the 
Council — shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of 
the  Council,  and  in  case  of  disability  of  the  President,  shall 
perform  the  other  duties  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a true  record  of  all  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  and  of  the  Conucil ; shall  keep  a correct  roll 
of  the  members  of  the  Society ; shall  notify  each  member  of  his 
election  and  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  this  constitution ; shall 
issue  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council ; 
shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society;  and  with  the 
President,  sign  all  written  contracts  and  obligations  of  the 
Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council,  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Society.  He  shall 
report  at  every  annual  meeting,  and  oftener,  if  required  by  the 
Council,  on  the  state  of  the  funds.  His  accounts  shall  be  audit- 
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ed  by  a committee  of  three,  as  provided  in  Article  VII,  Sec- 
tion 2. 

Sec.  5.  Officers  of  the  Society,  members  of  the  Council,  and 
members  of  the  committees,  shall  hold  over  in  office  until  their 
successors  shall  respectively  have  been  duly  chosen. 

VII 

Committees 

The  standing  committees  of  the  Society  shall  be: — 

Section  i.  1st;  An  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  of  whom  five  shall  constitute  a quo- 
rum; and  which  shall  report  its  proceedings  to  each  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Society. 

2nd;  Three  delegates  and  three  alternates  to  represent  the 
National  Sculpture  Society  in  the  Fine  Arts  Federation.  These 
shall  be  divided  into  three  classes  of  one  delegate  and  one  al- 
ternate each.  The  full  term  of  office  of  each  delegate  and  each 
alternate  of  the  several  classes  to  end  in  successive  years. 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  it  shall  be  filled  by  the 
council  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

3d ; A House  and  Entertainment  Committee,  of  three  mem- 
bers to  provide  quarters  and  to  arrange  for  refreshments  when 
they  are  to  be  served  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

4th;  A Committee  on  Current  Work  of  seven  members  to 
arrange  the  program  for  the  monthly  meetings. 

5th ; A membership  Committee  of  five  sculptor  members  to 
consider  all  sculptor  candidates,  and  to  report  to  the  Society 
the  names  of  those  they  recommend  for  election. 

Sec.  2.  Special  committees  of  the  Society  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Council  at  any  time  as  follows : 

An  Auditing  Committee  of  three  members  to  be  appointed 
at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  meeting,  to  examine  and 
report  to  such  meeting  as  to  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

A Jury  of  Selection  of  at  least  ten  members,  to  choose  ob- 
jects for  exhibition. 
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A Placing  Committee  of  at  least  three  members,  to  place 
objects  to  be  exhibited  by  the  Society. 

An  Exhibition  Committee  of  at  least  seven  members,  to  pre- 
pare and  take  charge  of  any  exhibition  to  be  had. 

Committees  of  co-operation  to  assist  public  officials  and 
societies  kindred  to  this,  in  connection  with  the  erection  of 
public  statues,  monuments  and  buildings. 

An  Advisory  Committee,  to  appoint  committees  upon  formal 
request  of  any  national,  state  or  municipal  authority,  or  any 
committee  on  public  monuments,  anywhere  in  the  United 
States,  to  aid  such  committee  in  choosing  models  for  proposed 
monuments  or  to  decide  on  the  artistic  merits  of  any  proposed 
design,  or  finished  statue,  or  monument. 

A Nominating  Committee  of  three  members,  two  of  whom 
are  not  members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  selected  by  the  Society 
at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  meeting,  which  committee 
shall  report  a complete  list  of  names  for  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Fine  Arts  Federation, 
to  replace  outgoing  members,  which  list  shall  be  sent  to  all 
members  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting,  but 
nominations,  either  in  writing  or  viva  voce,  may  be  made  by 
any  two  members  of  the  Society  up  to  the  time  of  balloting. 

The  Chairman  of  the  various  standing  committees  shall  be  a 
member  of  and  be  appointed  by  the  Council,  but  the  other 
members  of  the  committee  shall  be  selected  by  the  Society  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Chairman. 

VIII 

Meetings 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  meetings  monthly,  except  in 
June,  July,  August  and  September,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
each  month;  in  October,  December,  February  and  April  of  the 
sculptor  members;  and  of  the  general  Society  in  November, 
January,  March  and  May — that  for  January  being  the  annual 
meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  of  the  Society, 


provided  that  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  (a)  such 
as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Council,  and  ( b ) such  as  shall 
have  been  put  before  the  members  by  notice  in  the  call  for  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered  unless  at  least  thirty 
members  are  present. 

No  question  of  professional  advice,  procedure,  or  ethics  shall 
be  considered  in  general  meeting  of  the  Society,  but  shall  be 
reserved  for  the  Council  or  special  meetings  of  the  sculptor 
members,  except  when  considered  in  connection  with  any  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  as  it  may 
see  fit — provided  that  it  shall  hold  one  meeting  in  January  of 
each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  and  that  it  shall 
meet  on  the  call  of  the  President  or  upon  the  request  of  a 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  within  ten  days  after  such  request 
shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  President,  and  shall  be  called  by  him  upon  the 
written  request  of  three  Directors. 

Special  meetings  of  the  general  Society  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  President,  and  shall  be  called  by  him  upon  the 
written  request  of  ten  members. 

Special  meetings  of  the  sculptor  members  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  President,  and  shall  be  called  by  him  upon  the 
written  request  of  six  sculptor  members.  A quorum  of  the 
sculptor  members  shall  consist  of  such  number,  not  less  than 
fifteen,  as  may  be  assembled  on  due  notice  or  call. 

Sec.  4.  Eight  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  of  the 
Council. 


IX 

Election  of  Members 

All  sculptor  members  shall  be  elected  at  a sculptors’  meeting 
on  nomination  by  the  Membership  Committee. 
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Lay  members  shall  be  elected  at  a meeting  of  the  lay  mem- 
bers on  nomination  by  the  Council  or  by  any  two  members. 

X 

Dues 

Section  i.  The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  ten 
dollars  with  the  exception  of  Sculptor  members  residing  out- 
side a radius  of  three  hundred  miles  New  York,  in  which  case 
the  dues  shall  be  five  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each  De- 
cember, in  advance  for  the  then  ensuing  twelve  months. 

Sec.  3.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  a member  until  his  dues 
for  the  current  year  are  paid — provided  that  any  member  elect- 
ed after  October  1st  shall  be  charged  but  five  dollars  for  the 
then  current  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  whose  dues  are  not  paid  within  three 
months  after  their  becoming  due,  or  if  a newly  elected  mem- 
ber, after  notice  of  his  election,  shall  be  notified  by  the  Treas- 
urer, and  upon  non-payment  of  dues  within  thirty  days  after 
such  notification,  his  membership  may  be  voided  by  the  Coun- 
cil. 


XI 

Resignations 

All  resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary, 
to  be  acted  on  by  the  Council,  but  no  resignation  shall  be  ac- 
cepted until  all  indebtedness  to  the  Society  of  the  resigning 
member  shall  have  been  discharged.  All  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Society  pertaining  to  members  resigning,  or  other- 
wise ceasing  to  be  members,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Society. 

XII 

Discipline  of  Sculptor  Members 

If  any  sculptor  member  be  accused  of  unprofessional  con- 
duct effecting  the  good  name  of  the  Society,  or  the  common 
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interests  of  the  sculptors,  a special  committee  of  three,  of 
whom  at  least  one  shall  be  elected  by  the  Society,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Council,  shall  investigate  and  report  to  the 
Council  upon  the  charges. 

Such  sculptor  member  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  for  the 
offense  or  misconduct  which  may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Council,  one  month’s  previous  notice 
having  been  given  to  the  member  charged  with  such  offense; 
and  upon  such  expulsion  all  interest  of  such  member  in  the 
property  of  the  Society  shall  cease. 

XIII 

Amendments  to  Constitution 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Council,  approved  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Society  at  a 
regular  meeting,  provided  that  notice  of  proposed  amendment 
shall  be  mailed  each  member  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Society  at  which  it  is  to  be  voted  upon. 

XIV 

By-Laws 

By-laws  not  in  conflict  with  this  Constitution  may  be  adopt- 
ed, repealed  or  amended  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Council, 
approved  by  a majority  vote  of  the  Society.
